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more about calves 
and how to get “plenty”’ of bulls - - - 


There is a book published by a man who gave a method of how to control the sexes in your calves. The book 
was made up chiefly of records of various methods that had been advocated down through the years for controlling 
the sex. His record not only showed the method to be used but explained why it wouldn’t work. There were some 
484 methods recorded. The author then proceeded to give his method, or the 485th method that wouldn’t work. 
Don’t waste your time and money buying this book or following the methods—the moon is on the wane only once 
a month and you has cows to breed every few days. 


Our records show the sex of every calf born on the farm for the past fourteen years. I has always felt sure 
that we had at least 60°, bulls and it seemed like there were two or three bulls dropped for every heifer, but a 
tabulation over a ten years’ period shows that the sexes run just even, and, strangest of all, it shows that during 
several years we had considerably more heifers than bulls. If the records didn’t show it I would have said:— 
“It ain’t so.” 


Scientists are just beginning to understand how the sex is determined. The present belief is just the reverse 
of what we thaught ten years ago. The theory that explained itself so logically ten years ago finds itself knocked 
into a cocked hat. To find out how the sex is determined is the first step— it is a long way to a solution of the sex 
problem. Some of the best brains in the country are working on the problem so do not spend your own time trying 
to solve what is probably nature’s deepest secret, for, more than likely, the discovery of the solution of this secret 
will be made by some choreman. 


My advice to folks that are in the dairy game for keeps is to give up trying to find some magic cure for their breed- 
ing troubles and use more good common horse sense. Even persons dumb enough to be in the dairy business ought 
to recognize the fact that the way to get calves is to mate only two sound, healthy animals. Yet I have visited herds 
and seen cows being bred that zre diseased and not in breeding condition as indicated by discharges which have 
matted the hairs of the tail. Tlis condition prevents a cow from getting in calf, or if she should get in calf, hastens 
the time that she has to get rid of the calf because of the accumulation of putrid matter within her. To breed a 
cow in such a condition is folly—to let her get in such condition is the result of sheer negligence. Some months 
ago I told you what to do to prevent this condition developing after a calving (whether the calf is alive or dead) 
and when the after-birth has been retained. Many have written telling us of the wonderful results they have had. 
One or two have complained that my treatment cost them four or five dollars to give. They probably think it is 
cheaper to ruin their cow for ever more than to spend the price of a hat in treating her. We have found that our 
treatment invariably gives us good results. We hope that it will help you. Briefly, the treatment is: If discharge 
is present at the time of calving or the after-birth does not come away clean the day following calving, inject into 
the uterus of the cow by means of a rubber tube one ounce of iodoform and one ounce of bis- 
muth sub-nitrate (both of which you can get at the drug store) which has been stirred into a 
pint of white mineral oil (Nujol). Repeat every second day until clean. Do not use the milk; 
it may taste of iodoform. Simple, is it not? 


A little more experience is needed to cure barren cows. Good feeding as mentioned in my 
last lesson, and the above treatment help prevent barrenness greatly. If it develops it can 
usually be corrected by gentle treatment through the rectum. If you are not experienced, 
perhaps you had better let your vet do that. Also have him take samples of your bull’s seman. 
Dr. W. W. Williams, 58 Bronson Terrace, Springfield, Mass., will test the samples for a small 
fee. Many bulls are not in breeding condition. But I’ve got plenty of them to sell.

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Louis Merryman’s Semi-Annual Sale 
The Sixteenth Annual Sale Brought $29,405, An Average of $288.28 


“THE sixteenth semi-annual sale, held by Louis McL. 

Merryman of Sparks, Maryland, under the management 
of the Herrick-Merryman Sales Company, took place in the 
sales pavilion at the Maryland state fair grounds at Timonium, 
Maryland, on June 16. 

The offering was up to the usual high standard of these 
sales, and followed closely the statement that Mr. Merryman 
made: ‘‘ These sales are not a place to find ‘Made’ cattle but 
good judges return year after year to select seed stock and 
foundation dairy animals. Sometimes offered in the rough 
but always real dairy cattle and from sound stock.” 


There were 102 animals sold for an average of $288.28, or a 
total of $24,405. In the offering was seventeen bulls that 
brought a total of $11,995, or an average of $650.88. It was 
announced from the ring that this was probably the highest 
average for bulls that had been made at any of these semi- 
annual sales. There were forty-three cows that brought 
$10,995, or an average of $255.70. The forty-two heifers 
sold brought $7,345, or an average of $174.88. 

The day was perfect and nearly 500 breeders were in at- 
tendance. Most of the animals were sold to Pennsylvania 
and Maryland breeders. Fifty-three buyers took home some 
very good offerings that were consigned by the thirty-three 
breeders. While Pennsylvania and Maryland were repre- 
sented by the bulk of the buyers, a number of animals went 
to Virginia, West Virginia and Delaware. The most distant 
were B. F. Sheridan of Fond du Lac, and Elton Morgan, Cato, 
Wisconsin, the next being W. B. Frankenstein, Barrington, 
Illinois, and A. B. Critchfield, Shreve, Ohio. 

The top bull, as well as the top of the sale, was Langwater 
Clovis 129530, sired by Langwater Horatius 63071 and out of 
Langwater Clara 127874 that has a record of 10519.3 pounds 
of milk and 578.7 pounds of butter fat in class G. He was 
consigned by John S. Ames, Langwater Farm, North Easton, 
Massachusetts, and purchased by C. E. Woodrum of Charles-

ton, West Virginia, for $4000. Second high animal was also 
a bull, consigned by Langwater Farm—Langwater Roamer 
128825, by Langwater Juvis 100894 and out of Rose of Lang- 
water 2d 122379 with a class F record of 10211.8 pounds of 
milk and 565.5 pounds of butter fat. He was purchased by 
Pierre S. DuPont of Kennett Square, Pennsylvania, for 
$2000. 


Aiyukpa Trixie’s Secret 123634, a yearling bull bred and 
consigned by William H. Williams, Lyon Mountain, New 
York, was third in the list, selling for $950 to W. B. Franken- 
stein, Barrington, Illinois. This bull is by Langwater Mar- 
mion 60160 and out of Katherine’s Trixie 100396 that has a 
class A record of 21071.4 pounds of milk and 839.4 pounds of 
butter fat. The fourth highest bull was Florentine Eastern 
Knight 120802, consigned by J. F. Stackley, Florence, South 
Carolina, and purchased by J. M. Robbins, Fallston, Mary- 
land, for $850. The next animal in price paid was Grapelawn 
Golden Willow 161857, purchased by C. E. Woodrum for 
$700, the purchaser of the top bull. This top cow was can- 
signed by Coker’s Pedigreed Seed Company of Hartsville, 
South Carolina.

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What The Fairs Are Doing 


Digest of the More Prominent Fairs in the Country 


BECAUSE of the splendid reception given the digest of 


fairs that appeared in the JourNat of July 15, 1926, we 
are again repeating the digest for the year 1927. We realize 
this is not a complete list but is of sufficient size to give breed- 
ers the information they desire to work out good show cir- 
cuits. On the editorial page of this JourNAL will be found as 
complete a list as it has been possible to compile of the larger 
fairs in this country. 

The purpose of this digest is to help the breeder in making 
out a show circuit or determining whether he will show at his 
own state fair. One of the finest advertisements for the 
Guernsey cow is to support the state fair with an exhibit. 
It has been possible to secure additional information other 
than the name of the fair and the amount awarded. All of 
this information is given under the heading of the states. In 
all cases the standard classification is used unless otherwise 
mentioned, 

ALABAMA 

Alabama State Fair will be held September 26 to October 1 
at Birmingham, Alabama. The total dairy awards will a- 
mount to $2,910. Guernseys will be awarded $970. There 
will be twenty-four classes. Judging of Guernseys will be 
held on September 28. 


ARIZONA 
Arizona State Fair will be held November 7 to 12 at Phoenix, 
Arizona. The total dairy awards will amount to $5,236. 
Guernseys will be awarded $1,309. There will be eighteen 
classes. Guernseys will be judged by Hugh G. Van Pelt on 
November 8. 
ARKANSAS 
Arkansas State Fair will be held October 10 to 15 at Little 
Rock, Arkansas. The total dairy awards will amount to 
$3,129. Guernseys will be awarded $752. There will be 
twenty-two classes.

Florida State Fair will be held November 17 to 26 at Jack- 
sonville, Florida. The total dairy awards will amount to 
$3,000. Guernseys will be awarded $750. There will be four 
classes. 
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GEORGIA 

Georgia State Exposition will be held October 13 to 22 at 
Macon, Georgia. The total dairy awards will amount to 
$3,300. Guernseys will be awarded $1,015. There will be 
twenty-five classes. Judging of Guernseys will be held on 
October 18. A special feature of the fair will be dairy calf 
clubs’ contest for Georgia boys held under the direction of the 
State College Extension Service and Vocational Schools. 

Georgia State Fair will be held October 24 to 29 at Savan- 
nah, Georgia. The total dairy awards will amount to $2,410 
and $114 for dairy calf clubs. Guernseys will be awarded 
$482. There will be five classes. Judging of Guernseys will 
be held on Tuesday or Wednesday of fair week. 

Southeastern Fair will be held October 1 to 8 at Atlanta, 
Georgia. Guernseys will be awarded $1,158. Judging of 
Guernseys will be held on October 4. 


ILLINOIS 

Central States Fair and Exposition will be held August 12 
to 19 at Aurora, Illinois. The total dairy awards will a- 
mount to $6,200. Guernseys will be awarded $895. There 
will be eleven classes. Guernseys will be judged on August

at Peoria, Illinois. The total dairy awards will amount to 
$4,061. Guernseys will be awarded $786. There will be 
twenty-three classes.

Illinois State Fair will be held August 20 to 27 at Spring- 
field, Illinois. Guernsey awards will be the same at last year 
with contemplated additional offerings, extending the pre- 
miums to sixth place and in the young classes a seventh and 
eighth place.

The fifth annual 
get together and steak roast for Guernsey breeders immediate- 
ly following final judging on Thursday, September 22, at 
Hilltop Farm, Suffield, Connecticut, as guests of George M. 
Hendee. The dairy products judging contest at the Eastern 
States Exposition is held for the purpose of interesting stud- 
ents of eastern agricultural colleges in the quality of dairy 
products. Any increase in the consumption of dairy products 
will be greatly influenced by the quality of these products. 
Consumers are becoming more and more discriminating in 
their tastes. Success in the dairy products industry, in which 
competition is becoming constantly keener, depends, in a 
large measure, on supplying this demand for quality products. 
This contest, by training students to appreciate quality in 
dairy products is performing a very distinct service to the 
dairy industry and should be encouraged by those interested 
in its promotion and development. A general boys’ and 
girls’ 4-H dairy club exhibition and encampment will be held 
again in connection with the fair. Because of the increasing 
interest in dairy club work, the Eastern States Exposition has 
provided additional funds and facilities to include the other 
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Northeastern States in this activity. The Massachusetts 
Society for Promoting Agriculture will continue its appropria- 
tion to provide for special prizes for Massachusetts dairy club 
members and also to maintain a poultry club show.

Grades of Raw Milk 
In a recent letter issued by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, Bureau of Dairying, it shows data relative to 
raw milk marketing. The majority of cities require the 
tuberculin test for all grades of raw milk. The maximum 
bacterial limit for raw milk, exclusive of certified milk, varies 
from 10,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter to 1,000,000 and 
over, with the majority of cities requesting a maximum limit 
of 100,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter or less. 
A survey made of 122 cities shows that nine allow no raw 
milk except as certified, while 113 allow other grades of raw 
milk as well as the certified. 


Cow Testing Association Tour 

ACTORS which affect profits in Whatcom County, Wash- 

ington, dairying were given consideration at the fifth 
annual cow testing association tour, held recently. That 
important points are size of business, use of mechanical milk- 
ers, high production of each cow and maintaining good pro- 
duction in late summer was shown by a survey compiled by 
R. M. Turner, farm management specialist from the State 
College of Washington, and presented by County Agent H. 
B. Carroll, Jr. 

A recent Dairy Management Survey shows the herd at the 
N. E. Hickey Guernsey Farm to be one of the low cost of 
producing herds. This is due to low roughage cost, long 
pasture season, use of beet tops and silage. The roughage 
cost for each cow was $46.65 and the total feed cost for each 
cow was $79.61. These cows were on pasture 240 days during 
1926. It is features like good pasture, plenty of roughage, 


low cost of feed and good butter fat production that makes 
this herd profitable. 

The Whatcom County Dairyman’s Association did a busi- 
ness of $1,555,594 in 1922 and $2,588,434 in 1926, a difference 
of $1,032,840 in four years.

Next in the amount paid was S. C. Price of Hazleton, 
Pennsylvania, who secured five animals for $3110. He pur- 
chased Corium Proud Dame’s Celia 120662 for $1700, the 
second highest cow in the sale. 

Emmadine Farm came third in the amount paid for. those 
auctioned, securing three animals for $3025. Valor’s Lelah 
185395, top female of the sale, was purchased by Emmadine 
Farm for $2200. She is by Langwater Valor 79775 and out of 
Bachelor’s Lelah 68764. She is now on test and in seventy- 
nine days has produced 3389.2 pounds of milk and 201.42 
pounds of butter fat in class G. 

All of the offerings were well fitted and made a fine showing 
inthe ring.

Among the thirty-four 
purchasers were many who have small herds that will profit 
by the purchases they secured.

Two Thousand People Attended Sale---Oficers Elected at Meeting 


"THE annual meeting and sale of the North Carolina Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association was held as Asheboro, Ran- 
dolph County, North Carolina, May 19, with one of the 
largest crowds ever assembled at one of these annual events, 
there being more than 2000 people present during the sale. 
The meeting and sale was preceded by a banquet at the 
hotel the night before, when about thirty-five prominent 
breeders of the state and a number of the bankers, busi- 
ness men and local breeders enjoyed a splendid repast, 
mingled with good fellowship, speech making and relating 
experiences in breeding. Altogether it was a_ get-together 
meeting and booster for the Guernsey breed. 

It was very fitting to hold this meeting and sale in Ashe- 
boro, Randolph County, where County Agent E. S. Mill- 
saps, Jr., has done such a splendid piece of work with the 
Guernsey breed. He has the distinction of placing seventy- 
five pure bred Guernsey bulls in his county during the past 
two years, and won a loving cup and free trip to the National 
Dairy Show in the North Carolina Better Sires Campaign. 
There is not a better cooperator or stronger Guernsey man 
to be found in North Carolina. County Agent Millsaps 
says that Randolph County is especially fitted for dairying 
and the Guernsey cow must furnish the products. To this 
end, working with the business men of Asheboro, they have 
recently opened a creamery there, which will take care of the 
Guernsey output. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Asheboro, the business men 
and bankers offered to loan money without interest for 
twelve months to any Randolph farmer who wished to buy 
Guernsey cattle in this sale. Only two availed themselves 
of this opportunity. Nevertheless, about thirty-five of the 
animals sold remained in Randolph County, showing the 
farmers of that section to be in good financial condition. 

The annual meeting was held at the Fair Grounds on the 
morning of May 19. J. C. Sanford, Mocksville, one of the 
leading lights in Guernseydom in North Carolina, and who 
has served the association so well for the past three years as 
president, was re-elected by a unanimous vote. Thurmond 
Chatham, Winston-Salem, was elected vice president; B. W. 
Kilgore, Jr., Raleigh, the eflicient secretary for the past 
three years was re-elected secretary, as was also T. D. Brown, 
Salisbury, sales manager for another year. Directors were 
W. T. Hall, Lexington, S. W. Miller, Mt. Ulla, and W. C. 
Fleming, Greensboro, with the above officers. 

Among other business transacted at this meeting, it was 
decided to hold a mid-summer meeting the last Thursday 
in August, at Klondike Farm, Elkin, the splendid estate of 
Thurmond Chatham, where one of the greatest herds of the 
South is being assembled and produced. In order to en- 
courage Advanced Register work in the state, the association 
decided to offer special prizes in the various classes for the 
highest producer in each class and to offer a special prize for 
the cow that makes the highest record in any class—this to 
be a solid silver Guernsey cream pitcher and to be suitably 
engraved. 

Promptly at eleven-thirty o’clock, the entertainment 
committee of the Asheboro Chamber of Commerce and the 
business interests of the city served the vast throng in at- 
tendance with an old time barbecue dinner. More than 
2000 plates were handed out.

OUR OBLIGATION TO FAIRS 


In this JouRNAL will be found the digest summarizing most 
of the prominent fairs in this country and Canada. In that 
summary seventy-five fairs have reported the amount of a- 
wards given for dairy cattle. This total reaches the magni- 
ficent sum of $425,865.75. Of this sum $83,854.50 will be 
awarded to Guernseys. When it is considered that five of 
the Canadian fairs are offering $32,294 in total awards and 
none of this money is given to Guernsey breeders it will be 
seen that the Guernsey breed is receiving a fair share of the 
total amount. 

It behooves the breeders of the Fawn and White to respond 
and show their herds at this year’s fairs. Each year sees an 
increase in the amount of premiums offered and each year 
has seen an increase in the number of animals exhibited. It 
is possible, by using the information on the foregoing pages, 
to work out a circuit that will be useful in any district. It ts 
true, there are not listed the smaller fairs and the county fairs 
but by showing at one or two of the state fairs and some of 
the county fairs it is possible to give the herd much valuable 
publicity. Not only does the breeder receive publicity for his 
herd as well as prizes but great lessons are taught in the show 
ring that cannot be obtained from any other place. 

In the past few years it is becoming more and more preva- 
lent that type and production are going hand in hand. It will 
take years before the ideal situation is reached but neverthe- 
less each year shows that the breeders are coming nearer.

“THE FARM” 


“The Farm” is the name of a new book written by Eugene 
Davenport, Dean and Professor Emeritus at the University 
of Illinois. Dean Davenport has given to his section, and 
other parts of the United States, many practical suggestions 
that have benefited the farmer. 


In his new book he answers 
three questions, 


“What Nature has done to make farming 
possible,” “‘What Man must do to make it profitable and 
permanent,” and “What interest Society must take in the 
enterprise.” 

The book is extremely practical and expresses some of the 
fine philosophy of Mr. Davenport. While it is not a treatise 
on breeding it has much of value to interest the breeder in the 
building up and maintaining of his land in order to further his 
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operations. The best summary of the book can be given in a 
few paragraphs taken from its pages. 

“The farm is essentially a factory for the manufacture of 
food for man and his animals. The farmer is the manager, 
the day-by-day operator of the stock company in which 
nature, the silent partner, provides all the material and does 
most of the work but, oftener than not, gets cheated out of 
the dividends. E 

“The machinery of this factory is the vast variety of physi- 
ological processes inherent in soil and crop and animal. The 
power that drives the machinery is the chemical affinity of the 
atom, the mysteriously directive force we call life and the in- 
exhaustible supply of heat and light rained down from the 
sun in amounts that amaze the understanding, ever stagger 
the imagination. The raw materials for the output come 
from the atmosphere and soil, the one inexhaustible, the 
other not, yet containing a supply so vast as often to deceive 
even the statesmen who direct the destinies of nations and 
thereby determine the welfare of individuals of groups, both 
born and unborn. 

““Of course, the farm is far more than a factory. It is a 
home for the family and an unequalled social center. But 
these aspects of country life, important as they are, lie quite 
outside the present purpose, which ts the producing power of 
the land.” 

In considering the problems of the farmer he expresses the 
idea that the land is held in trust and as trustees the owners 
should take the best possible care in maintaining for produc- 
ing ability. The land is passed on from generation to genera- 
tion and remains always, while we as trustees are only in 
charge of it for a short span of years. The book deals in a 
splendid way with the influence of the atmosphere, the sun 
and the soil. It takes up, in a non-technical form, the uses 
of the various organisms of the soil and the elements needed 
to maintain its utility.

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TEN YEARS OF TESTING 


A recent report given by Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, shows that 1,000,000 dairy cows have been des- 
troyed out of 30,000,000 head tested for tuberculosis. The 
fear expressed by many people at the beginning of the cam- 
paign ten years ago was that the public taste would turn 
against milk comsumption. This has not been the case be- 
cause consumption has gradually increased and the public 
appreciates the effort to furnish sanitary milk. 


Along with the testing has come a lessening in the amount 
of disease in the herds. Tuberculosis not only is dangerous 
from the standpoint of furnishing sanitary milk but it also 
lessens the ability of the animals to produce. On June 1 this 
vear 126,557 herds were accredited while 1,498,820 herds 
had been tested once and found free. It is a remarkable 
report of progress and much credit should be given to the 
department for carrying out so faithfully the work. 

Along with the testing 874 cities have ordinances requiring 
that the cattle be tested before milk can be received into the 
city, and 375 provide an option between tuberculin testing 
and pasteurization. Much valuable work has been done by 
the local Guernsey breeders’ associations in backing and 
helping to rid their county of tuberculosis. It is a much worth 
while project for any local association to back.

National Dairy Exposition 


F.VERYTHING possible to make the National Dairy Ex- 

position one of the best held in recent years is being done 
by Memphis, Tennessee. At a recent meeting of representa- 
tives from six southern agricultural colleges together with 
agents from the leading railroads entering the territory, plans 
were adopted for a combined exhibit by southern agricultural 
colleges, to be called ‘Dairying in Dixieland,” which will 
visualize the entire dairy industry of the South. A composite 
central exhibit will be prepared by a general committee repre- 
senting the colleges and then each southern state will be given 
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an opportunity to make a special exhibit portraying dairying 
in that state. 

The permanent general committee includes: C. A. Hutton, 
University of Tennessee, chairman; F. A. Buchanan, Virginia 
Agricultural College, secretary; L. A. Higgins, Mississippi 
Agricultural College; A. C. Baer, Oklahoma A. and M. Col- 
lege, and J. W. Ridgeway, Fort Worth, Texas. 

The railroad men, who have their own organization called 
the Railroad Dairy Unit, which was organized several years 
ago to cooperate with the Exposition, elected H. J. Schweitert, 
General Development Agent of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
as president for the ensuing year, and A. J. McDowell, Dairy 
Agent of the Frisco Lines, as secretary. Every railroad agri- 
cultural and development agent in the South will be reached 
by officials of the Unit and asked to participate in an active 
campaign to bring dairymen and farmers to the Exposition. 

Early indications point to a good entry which will result in 
a show that will maintain the established high standards of 
the National as a dairy cattle exhibition. In addition to the 
exhibits of pure bred animals of the five leading dairy breeds, 
there will be classes for grade cows having production records, 
and for calves owned by boys and girls in dairy club work. 

Boys and girls engaged in dairy calf club projects in twenty- 
five or more states will attend to participate in the annual 
events of the 4-H Club Department. According to G. L. 
Herrington, state club leader in Tennessee, southern states 
will be well represented in the various competition for national 
club honors. 

The dairy cattle judging contest will be participated in by 
teams of club members from at least twenty states. Teams 
are selected through state wide competition, usually at the 
state fair, and the winners have the honor and privilege of 
participating in the national contest. R. A. Turner, of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., 
is superintendent of the contest. 

Members of the judging and demonstration teams, exhibit- 
ors of club calves, and winners of honorary trips will be housed 
in a camp on the Tri-State Fair Grounds, under the auspices 
of the state club leaders and the Exposition management. 
A regular program of entertainment, athletic events and 
educational features will be conducted.

(GUERNSEY breeders will find much of special interest to 

them at the Eighteenth Annual Dairy Cattle Congress to 
be held at Waterloo, lowa, September 26 to October 2. Due 
to the growing popularity of the breed throughout the import- 
ant dairy sections from which the Dairy Cattle Congress 
draws its largest percentage of attendance many pure bred 
Guernsey herds are being established. 

From information received at the manager’s office a number 
of Guernsey farms, especially in the central west, will for the 
first time be represented by herds on the more important 
show circuits.

The closing date also precedes 
the National Dairy Exposition to provide exhibitors ample 
time to reach Memphis and have their cattle in the best con- 
dition for showing. <A special train will be operated from 
Waterloo to Memphis which will provide fast through serv- 
ice.

Sixty-One Animals Bring $16,320, a Sale Average of $267.54 


THE tenth consignment of the Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association was held at Wooster on June 29. Those in 
attendance reported an extremely hot day, similar to that 
of June 4, 1925. Nevertheless the heat did not affect the 
crowd as it was estimated that over 800 were present. 

Bidding was lively and buyers, bidders and visitors were 
good humored.

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Jefferson County Guernsey Breeders 
Hold Second Annual Picnic 


HOUGH the Jefferson County Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation of Pennsylvania is less than a year old, the second 
annual picnic held on June 24 was a credit to an old and well 
established association. This picnic was held at the home of 
Dr. F. D. Pringle, south of Punxsutawney, Pennsylvania. 
Over 500 breeders and their friends were present and a most 
enjoyable time was had by all attending. 

After a well arranged picnic dinner, the program of the 
afternoon was presented. Miles Horst of the Pennsylvania 
Stockman and Farmer opened the program with a short talk 
on the development of that particular section of southeast 
Pennsylvania. He was followed by the speaker of the after- 
noon, Professor A. A. Borland of the State College of Pennsyl- 
vania, head of the Dairy Division. Professor Borland stressed 
particularly the production of quality milk from quality cows. 
In order to produce this type of milk, he stated that it must be 
clean, cool and covered. He said that people of today were 
demanding a quality product and the Guernsey breeders had 
that quality product in the Guernsey cow. In order to deliver 
a product in its proper form, the producer must take special 
care In sterilizing utensils. The barn must be kept clean and 
the cows in a clean and sanitary condition. The matter of 
coolness enters into the delivery of milk in the summer and the 
cooling of milk immediately after its production. In speaking 
of the Guernsey cow, he congratulated the breeders by saying, 
“Better developments in udders and cows have been made in 
the Guernsey breed during the past two years than in any 
other breed.” 

A. M. Gooderham of Patton, Pennsylvania, connected 
with the Central Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, spoke of the development of the Cambria County Fair 
and urged the breeders to attend. He also gave some splendid 
advice on developing Guernseys and what the Advanced 
Register work had meant to him. Dr. H.R. Church expressed 
his appreciation of the work the local breeders have been 
doing in tuberculin testing and summarized the work for the 
past two years accomplished by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Among others to address the meeting were County Agent 
J. P. Winslow who spoke of Jefferson County as the leading 
county in Guernseys, and J. U. Ruef, assistant state club 
leader. Through the efforts of the breeders and the county 
agent’s office, Jefferson County has won the name as the best 
county in Berkshire hogs in the United States. THe AMERI- 
CAN GUERNSEY CartrLe CLus was represented by the manag- 
ing editor of the JourRNAL who talked on the development and 
growth of the Cus.

Leon Vale, one of the owners of the farm, welcomed the 
group and expressed his appreciation of the splendid turn- 
out. B. J. H. Rikert, business manager of the New York 
State Guernsey Breeders’ Association addressed the breeders 
on the growth of the-association and gave the Western New 
York association much credit for the splendid support they 
have given to the state.

Another factor, which this year will exercise an important 
influence on the Guernsey show at the Dairy Cattle Congress, 
is the announcement that two new barns with a combined 
capacity of 300 head of cattle will be added. These will con- 
form with and be located parallel to the four present barns 
and will provide modern exposition accommodations for 1000 
head of dairy cattle. 

The new barns, like those built several years ago, will be so 
constructed as to provide an abundance of light and pure air. 
Special aisles in front of the cattle will be used for storage of 
feed and the accommodation of herdsmen while a wide alley 
will extend the full 300 foot length of each barn. Steel stall 
divisions with cement curbs to hold the bedding in place will 
add to their attractiveness. 

The premium lists, which are now ready for distribution, 
contain the same number of classes as were offered in 1926. 
Ten cash prizes are offered in each class which it is thought is 
an inducement to the smaller breeders to exhibit a few of 
their best animals. Premiums in the Get of Sire class are 
twice the amount of those in other classes and the prize money 
in several other classes which encourage constructive breeding 
operations, have been increased. While no special classes are 
provided for official record cows, cows having records will be 
given special recognition by the payment of additional pre- 
mium money when shown in their regular classes. 

Guernseys will also have a prominent place in the club de- 
partment. Boys and girls who have chosen Guernsey heifers 
as their preference for establishing future herds will compete 
for attractive prizes. In addition to offering sixteen premiums 
in a number of classifications the Dairy Cattle Congress pays 
each boy and girl who exhibits a heifer five dollars to assist in 
defraying expenses. 

Guernsey judging will start Tuesday morning, September 
27, and continue Wednesday, September 28. All Guernsey 
calf club heifers will be judged Saturday, October 1. Profes- 


sor W. W. Yapp of the Dairy Department, University of 
Illinois, will judged the open classes while Professor O. G. 
Schaefer and H. R. Searles, both from the University of 
Minnesota, and C. B. Finley, fieldman for THE AMERICAN

Ray Canfield, owner of the River- 
side Dairy, had the fourth high herd 
with an average of 335 pounds of but- 
ter fat. Mr. Canfield had six cows 
above 400 pounds of butter fat for the 
year.

I like to have suggestions on how 
to improve this little paper of ours, 
because it shows that folks are inter- 
ested in the work of the Juniors, but 
sometimes it is not convenient to 
follow all of the suggestions. Some 
have thought that I ought to use 
articles on feeding and management 
of Guernsey calves, as it would be 
instructive reading matter. There 
are two good reasons why I shall have 
to postpone this until some time in 
the future. In the first place, our 
little paper is going to Juniors all 
over the United States, and the rules 
we might lay down for feeding and 
care in Massachusetts, for instance, 
might not apply to conditions in 
California or Texas or Michigan. 
Furthermore, the dairy and local farm 
papers and the county agents and 
local 4-H leaders are doing good work 
along these lines—far better than I 
could hope to do when we cover the 
entire country. The second reason 
is that the most interesting and valua- 
ble part of our paper is the space that 
is given to the letters from the Juniors 
themselves. | have enough good 
letters waiting right now for publica- 
tion to fill up three or four issues. 
Hence my decision to give just as 
much of our space as possible to our 


members~the Guernsey Juniors of 


America. 


The Guernsey Juniors are a pretty 
lively bunch— always trying out some- 
thing new—and they often have some 
real accomplishment that should be 
brought to the attention of the other 
Juniors. For instance, here’s one 
that was tried in Carlton County, 
Minnesota. Fred Welch of Barnum 
tells about it in the following letter, 
while we have here a picture of the 
poster they used to advertise the 
basket lunch. Some time when I 
get a picture of Fred, I am going to 
use the story of his work, for he has 
made a great record. He writes:

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MY CALF CLUB EXPERIENCE 


MABEL GORDAN AND HER 4-H HERD 


In the spring of 1926, I joined the calf 
club of which I have been a member four 
years. 

When I joined the club this year I took 
a calf which was a daughter of the second 
calf I had in club work. Later in the 
spring, I bought a calf from M. L. Powell 
of Union Level. I fed these calves milk 
until time for the fairs; and starting when 
they would eat grain, I gave them a small 
amount of grain mixture, whole corn, 
wheat bran and oats as well as some hay. 
I kept them in the barn during the day and 
turned them out at night to get some 
exercise. About the first of August I 
began teaching them to stand to be judged 
and to lead, etc.
